law and to reorder the flags to place the 
national flag at the top, followed by the 
state flag. 

On Nov. 8, 2022 by a vote of 3,051 
to 2,781, the voters of Arcata passed a 
ballot measure that read: 

It shall be the official policy and prac- 
tice of the City of Arcata to fly the Earth 
flag at the top of all city-owned flag- 
poles, above the flag of the United States 
of America and the California flag, and 
any other flags that the city may choose 
to display. On Dec. 14, 2022 the Council 
certified the election results and unani- 
mously passed the following motion: 

“As decided by the will of the people, 
the City Council will uphold Measure 
M and concurrently seek judicial reso- 
lution to determine if the Measure vio- 
lates State or Federal Law.” 

To place the motion in context 
then-Mayor Schaefer shared: 

We wanted to honor the important 
ballot initiative process and the will of 
our voters. To that end, staff rearranged 
the flags this morning. Simultaneously 
we recognized that the vote had a very 
small margin, many people including 
the City Attorney’s independent anal- 
ysis concluded that the measure was 
incongruent with State Code. Many res- 
idents have expressed their concerns 
over the potential cost to defend the 
measure from an outside lawsuit. To 
address these concerns the City Council 
has initiated a court action to efficiently 
review the ballot initiative and to assist 
the City in resolving the questions of its 
legality in relation to state flag code. 

The council chose to seek a judicial 
ruling for several reasons that include: 

1. The City Attorney’s Impartial 
Analysis which outlined in part: 

The City of Arcata is a “general law” 
city, organized as provided in the Cali- 
fornia Government Code. As a general 
law city, Arcata is subject to all con- 
straints imposed by California law. At 
least two California statutes govern the 
2manner in which a general law city is 
required to fly multiple flags when a city 


chooses to fly them together on a single 
flagpole. These laws require a general 
law city to always fly the United States 
flag at the top of the flagpole with no 
other flag above it. 

2. The City had received inquiries 
from local and out of area individuals 
and groups who indicated they were 
looking into legal remedies to “over- 
turn” the City’s ballot measure. To at- 
tempt to keep the proceedings amicable 
and focused on the analysis of the law 
the Council took the initiative to mini- 
mize costs and maintain a straightfor- 
ward review of the law. 

The court process was by design cor- 
dial, but the courts may only take up a 
matter that is in conflict. There must be 
2 sides for the court to consider. Both 
“sides” agreed to seek the most efficient 
process for the court’s consideration 
whereby each “side” presented briefings 
for the court to consider. As stated in 
the court documents there were no per- 
tinent facts in dispute. This was simply 
a request to the courts to offer clarity as 
to whether the City is prohibited from 
or allowed/obligated to comply with 
Measure M based on the fact of law. 

On April 3, the Superior Court of 
California issued its decision in the case 
the City filed regarding Measure M, the 
Arcata Ballot Initiative that directed the 
City to fly the earth flag at the top of 
each City owned pole. The court deter- 
mined that Measure M is not enforce- 
able because it conflicts with state law. 
In reaching this conclusion, the court 
considered three questions: 

1. Whether state law requires general 
law cities like Arcata to fly the national 
flag above all other flags, when flown on 
a single flag pole. 

2. Whether voters in a general law 
city like Arcata can exempt the City 
from complying with mandatory state 
law; and 

3. Whether Measure M is an expres- 
sion of the collective speech of the City’s 
voters such that they have a free speech 
right which cannot be abridged by state 
law. In answering the first question, 


the court found that Government Code 
section 436 mandates that no other flag 
can be flown higher than the national 
flag on a City-owned flagpole, if only 
one flagpole is used. The court deter- 
mined that the phrase “position of first 
honor” means at the highest location on 
the flagpole. 

Second, the court found that the ini- 
tiative power did not empower the vot- 
ers of Arcata to exempt the City from 
mandatory state law. While in many 
instances the voters of the City can 
amend, revoke or enact municipal ordi- 
nances, they cannot alter state law, nor 
can they excuse the City from comply- 
ing with state law. 

Third, the court found that because 
Measure M compelled the City to “speak” 
by displaying the Earth Flag on the City’s 
flag poles, it constitutes government 
speech which is outside the purview of 
the First Amendment. The court noted 
that the City speaking is different from 
the rights of individuals to speak. 

After considering each of the above 
questions, the court issued the follow- 
ing orders: “The City has a duty as a 
general law city to comply with Govern- 
ment Code section 436 and Military and 
Veterans Code section 617, by flying the 
national flag at the top of its flag poles, 
followed by the state flag;” 

“Measure M violates Government 
Code section 436 and Military and Vet- 
erans Code section 617 and hence is not 
enforceable ...” 

Based on this decision, and as the 
court expressly notes, state law requires 
the City to remove the Earth Flag from 
the top of its flag poles and place the 
national flag at the top, followed by the 
state flag. Measure M is not enforceable 
because it is contrary to state law and 
the City will be out of compliance with 
state law if it continues to fly the Earth 
Flag at the top of its flag poles.

ARCATA — Two new restaurants 
are coming to the Arcata Plaza. 

Douglas Brown of Brown Designs 
applied to the City of Arcata for a de- 
sign review permit for a restaurant at 
764 Ninth St. in the location previ- 
ously occupied by Toby & Jack’s. 

The Arcata Planning Commission 
was scheduled to consider the permit 
application Tuesday evening, April 23 
after the Union went to press. 

Brown intends to make “interior 
and exterior improvements” to the 
former bar and turn it into a new 
restaurant which will include outdoor 
seating. The project will also include 
changes to the facade as well as new 
signage on the front and in the alley. 

In the city’s “findings of approv- 
al” for the permit, the restaurant is 
called Habibi Bar and Grill. Brown

new windows facing the Plaza and 
skylights on the roof to provide natu- 
ral lighting inside. 

An area behind the building that 
was previously used for storage and 
parking will be converted 
to an outdoor eating area 
with an 8-foot-tall fence 
separating it from the al- 
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could not be reached for comment, so 
no additional details about the kind 
of food the restaurant will serve was 
available. 

The building will undergo exten- 
sive improvements, including instal- 
lation of a commercial kitchen, two 
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“The outdoor seating 
area provides an_alter- 
native dining area that 
is screened from the al- 
ley by an eight-foot-high 
painted fence,” states a 
report from the city. “The 
proposed expansion of the outdoor 
dining area is desirable as it is the 
only property on that block that has 
a building setback from the alley. The 
proposed screening removes an area 
attractive for undesirable activities.” 


Toby & Jacks and the nearby Side- 
lines Sports Bar were closed in 2020 
after the California Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control yanked 
their liquor licenses due to narcotic 
transactions taking place in the estab- 
lishments. In 2021, Miranda’s Rescue 
opened a thrift store in the old Side- 
lines location, while Toby and Jack’s 
has sat vacant for four years. 

On the opposite side of the Plaza, 
a company called Venicia Inc. has ap- 
plied for a change ownership for the li- 
quor license at Mazzotti’s at 773 Eighth 
St. Mazzotti’s, a fixture on the Plaza 
since 2002, closed down in January. 

Venicia Inc. is owned by Jack Wu, 
who owns Jack’s Restaurant in Arca- 
ta. The new restaurant will reportedly 
be given a new name, but will contin- 
ue to serve Italian food. 

Wu could not be reached for com- 
ment.

maximum housing cost reduction. 

“A big concern I have is that there is noth- 
ing in there at all addressing really low in- 
come or unhoused populations,” said Nezzie 
Wade of the Affordable Homeless Housing 
Alternatives advocacy group during a public 
comment period. “And some of the require- 
ments seem to me to be too restrictive and 
way excessive.” 

As an example, she cited a proposed re- 
quirement for one parking space per dwell- 
ing unit even in “alternative lodge parks,” the 
most wide-ranging housing category that in- 
cludes tents and other membrane structures. 

Other commenters said the plan favors ur- 
ban siting by requiring water/sewer and pow- 
er grid hook-ups, although that can be waived 
for some types of housing through discretion- 
ary permitting processes. 


A resident of the Trinidad area Yee Haw 
commune, which has been on the county’s 
enforcement radar for years, asked that it be 


worked into the ordinance. 


“T really love living there and I'd like to be 
able to live there without this threat of being 


evicted all the time,” she said. 


Other commenters asked for relaxing tiny 
house design standards such as double-paned 


windows. 


Commissioner Peggy O’Neill discouraged 
making tiny house villages too similar to con- 


ventional housing. 


“There’s different classifications in these 
villages — you could have rapid re-housing, 
clean and sober housing, domestic violence 
housing — but this doesn’t cover any of that in 


my mind,” she said. 


She added that for a tiny house village with 
10 units, “To comply with this ordinance,

you're gonna spend millions of dollars to 
have water, sewer, parking, electricity, foun- 
dations — all that’s gonna cost millions.” 

Other commissioners also supported flex- 
ibility. “I'd like to look at the building code 
requirements to reduce barriers and as much 
as possible limit when a special permit is re- 
quired,” said Commissioner Sarah West.

vouched for “the ability for this ordinance to 
be utilized in the more rural areas” and also 
for some of the requirements. 

He said special permits ensure “consisten- 
cy with the community” and parking spaces 
will be necessary in some cases.

Does your avian habit make you a bird lover, birdwatcher or birder? 


ird lover, birdwatcher or 
Bie What’s the differ- 
ence and does it matter? 

I am basing these terms by 
what I’ve heard from others. Let’s 
face it, certain words conjure up 
different images. 

As a kid, when asked about my 
hobbies, I immediately said, “I 
love birds!” I started very young. 
My parents encouraged this with 
bird books, bird statuary and even 
a pair of binoculars. 

At age 10, I had a “Bird Club” 
for the neighbor kids. I charged 
a nickel dues, took them into to 
woods behind my house to point 
out birds. Then we got “refresh- 
ments.” I took the nickels and 
bought penny candy. That in- 
sured the kids would come again 
the following week. 

In high school, though I loved 
natural science, birds never fig- 
ured into any suggestions of 
pursuing ornithology in college. 
Being a bird lover was deemed 
a hobby and nothing serious or 
worth anyone’s time. 

Besides, being a female was no 
help. I was told I should pursue 
“Medical Secretary” classes. Oh, 
yuck, so wrong! 

For a moment, let’s jump to 


1990 when I opened Strictly for 
the Birds. I joined a “chat room” 
looking for other wild bird store 
owners. A man asked, “Oh, come 
on... does anyone make money by 
looking at birds?” I guess things 
hadn’t changed much! 

As a teen and beyond, I 
became a telephone oper- 
ator (and had many oth- 
er jobs), got married and 
eventually had 2 children. 
I still loved birds. It was 
my hobby yet I had little 
time to do it. As time went 
on, I did get a bit more cu- 
rious about it. 

I moved from Massa- 
chusetts to California in 
1976. I immediately no- 
ticed different birds and 
looked them up in my 
guide. While the kids and I threw 
potato chips to the gulls at Pismo 
Beach, I noticed different leg col- 
ors, different wing patterns and 
dark and light colored birds. 

I was beginning to have a bit 
more time for observations. I 
was actually beginning to circle 
around from the days of my Bird 
Club. 

In 1979, my life changed. My 
husband walked out. To comfort

myself, I wanted some finches. I 
had several as a child and loved 
them. The local pet store had 
Zebra Finches. I got a few. They 
were a source of joy and helped 
my heartache. 

By the late 80’s, I was becom- 
ing more uncomfort- 
able with my home 
town. It was growing 
rapidly and Nature was 
receding from the area. 
Perusing the map, I 
found a dot on the map 
saying Humboldt Bay. 
It warranted a visit. In 
Ferndale, I picked up 
the Enterprise with a 
front page article about 
large numbers of local 
wintering birds. 

As far as I was con- 
cerned, the move was a done deal. 
My husband (No. 2) commented 
that the best way to make a living 
here was to buy or start a business. 

When we met, we had bird- 
watching in common. Taking that 
cue, he suggested we open a wild 
bird store and name it “Strictly 
for the Birds.” As a woodworker, 
he would manufacture house and 
feeders. I was chatty and a good 
salesperson. I would work with 


customers. 

In preparation, we drove back 
to the area to search for a store 
front. The article in the Enter- 
prise had us searching out the 
author (and artist), Larry Eiffert. 
We met for lunch and told him 
about our idea. He gave us a big 
“Thumbs Up.” 

In July, 1990, we opened the 
doors. Wow, I had to become a 
birder.... and fast! My hobby was 
no longer on the back burner. I 
had to get knowledgeable about 
the local birds and “hot spots.” 

Having the store helped me 
meet the area’s best birders and 
ornithologists. They all helped me 
to become an “expert.” 

Later, we began traveling for 
birds. We visited other bird stores 
(all the way to Cape Cod), our 
suppliers, trade shows and bird 
festivals. 

At a bird festival, we were told 
about the best restaurant in town. 
We just had to go despite the long 
line to get in. To move things 
along, a couple suggested we 
share a table. “Sure.” Dinner con- 
versation included, “Where are 
you from and what brought you 
here?” “We came to birdwatch 
at the festival.” She asks, “What 


do birdwatchers do?” “Look at 
birds.” She adds, “Then after that, 
what do you do?” “Look at other 
birds.” “Oh,” she replies with a 
blank look on her face. 

Other travels included bring 
binoculars — just in case! 

At a music festival in Louisi- 
ana, I am sitting next to a woman 
who apparently noticed my ball 
cap embroidered with a hum- 
mer. Suddenly, she asks, “Are 
you a birdwatcher?” “Yes,” I told 
her. “Oh, my friends and I watch 
birds but we don’t tell anyone.” 
“Why?” “Well, you know, people 
think we’re weird.” I just laughed. 
Then she adds, “But wait until I 
tell my friends that I met a real 
birdwatcher!” 

On the other end of the spec- 
trum, when in Greece for an art 
tour, I was asked, “Hey, what is 
that bird?” or “Who’s singing?” 
My answer, “Heck if I know. I 
have never been to Greece and 
know nothing about their local 
birds.” (I did buy and use a guide 
to the Mediterranean.) 

So, I have been a bird lover, a 
birdwatcher and a birder. 

Whether you look at little yel- 
low birds, a sparrow or a third- 
year Glaucous Gull, enjoy!

You have 30 CALENDAR DAYS af- 
ter this summons and legal papers 
are served on you to file a written re- 
sponse at this court and have a copy 
served on the plaintiff. A letter or 
phone call will not protect you. Your 
written response must be in proper 
legal form if you want the court to 
hear your case. There may be a 
court form that you can use for your 
response. You can find these court 
forms and more information at the 
California Courts Online Self-Help 
Center (www.courtinfo.ca.gov/self- 
help), your county law library, or the 
courthouse nearest you. If you can- 
not pay the filing fee, ask the court 
clerk for a fee waiver form. If you do 
not file your response on time, you 
may lose the case by default, and 
your wages, money, and property 
may be taken without further warn- 
ing from the court. 


There are other legal requirements. 
You may want to call an attorney 
right away. If you do not know an 
attorney, you may want to call an 
attorney referral service. If you can- 
not afford an attorney, you may be 
eligible for free legal services from 
a nonprofit legal services program. 
You can locate these nonprofit 
groups at the California Legal Ser- 
vices Web site (www.lawhelpcal- 
ifornia.org), the California Courts 
Online Self-Help Center (www.

The Rou Dalagurr Food Sovereign- 
ty Lab is an interdisciplinary, col- 
laborative effort that is student-de- 
signed and community-informed. 

The purpose of the FSL is to pro- 
vide an opportunity to work directly 
with the surrounding communities, 
tribal nations and national and in- 
ternational scholars and community 
leaders to center, learn and engage 
with Indigenous science, environ- 
mental management and preserva- 
tion practices. 


“From the beginning the develop- 
ment of the lab has been guided by 
tribal community representatives 
and passionate student advocates 
and research assistants. We are so 
proud of the work all of the students 
have done to make this project so 
successful. We are also grateful for 
the many community donors who 
supported us along the way,” said Dr. 
Cutcha Risling Baldy, co-director of 
the lab. 

With the contributions of over 
500 donors, the FSL has raised over 
$430,000 in donations for our re- 
model. Because of these donations, 
we have been able to complete most 
of the proposed projects.
